Under 
the chairmanship of President Sam B. Don- 
gelly, the union met fn special session at 
Clarendon Hall and decided to give the 
¢boss” printers until Tuesday night to ac- 
gieto the demand. If by that time the de- 
mand remains unrecognized the printers will 
girike, and “ Big Six’ agreed to levy a4 per 
ent campaign tax upon every dollar earned 
by the total union membership of 5,000, to 
_be used as a fund to support the strike.° 

A month ago Typographical Union No. 6 
requested the proprietors of book and job 
offices to meet the wishes of their employés 
and the principle of the international union 
and fix upon nine hours as a working day. 

The employers held a meeting, and accord- 
ing to report a resolution was passed de- 
dining to make nine hours a working Cay, 
and subscribing $50,000 to fight any attempt 
toforce the demand.

Dr. Knapp, the famous oculist, and two 
other physicians are treating her, and three 
trained nurses are in attendance. Herman 
Oelrichs has been constantly by his wife's 
bedside, and today many of their friends 
called and solicitously inquired as to her 
condition. The next two days will deter- 
mine whether this charming matron will 
be spared the affliction of blindness. She 
has youth, strength, and perfect health on 
her side. 


Mrs. Oelrichs 
May 
Become Blind. 


Oelrichs thought it did not amount to much. 
She attended a dinner and took cold in the 
injured eye. But on Friday the affection 
took a most serious turn; the infammation 
spread from one. eye to the other, and most 
seriously threatened the sight of both. In- 
deed, it was stated at one time on Saturday 
evening that Mrs. Oelrichs had lost the sight 
of her left eye, and that there was but a 
chance of saving the other.

The men who are supposed to know all 
about medical science now forbid handshak- 
ing. They say that 
in the fingernails 
lurk the bacilli of 
diphtheria, smallpox, 
scarlet fever, and 
kindred diseases. 
Here, it is declared, is the mysterious source 
of the strange cases of illness for which no 
one can account. Dr. N. Breiter of 172 
West Seventy-second street, New York, is 
the most advanced exponent of the non- 
handshaking theory. He says: 

“The hand is the propagator of microbic 
disease, and every one should realize thé 
startling significance of this fact. The cus- 
tom of shaking hands is absurd as well as 
unpleasant. It originated by the ancients 
grasping the weapon hand so as to guard 
against treachery. Once this was a ration- 
al thimg, but now it is unnecessary, and a 
fearful menace to public health. 

“Most of the known types of bacteria 
have been found on the normal hand, and 
the clinical demonstration supporting these 
conditions is as undeniable as the knowledge 
of the caustive relation between microbe 
and disease.”’ 

Dr. William Baird had this to say: 

“ Blindness is frequently caused by the 
germs being carried around on the hands. 
An infinitesimal and inconceivable small 
part of infection may be conveyed to the

Plans for the reorganization of Tammany 
Hiall made a long leap forward today 
at Lakewood, when 
James B. Eustis, for- 
mer Ambassador to 
France, was prac- 
tically decided upon 
for the chairmanship 
cf the General committee to succeed Augus- 
tus W. Peters, President-elect of the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan. Mr. Eustis is at Lake- 
wood, with his associate, E. K. Jones, and his 
conferences with Richard Croker and 
Mayor-elect Van Wyck have been the feat- 
ures of the day. 

The idea of putting the former Ambassa- 
cor in the conspicuous post of general chair- 
man is said to have originated with Mr. 
Croker, who holds him in high esteem. Mr. 
Croker intends, according to Democrats 
here, not only to use his influence to re- 
ward the faithful in Tammany Hall, but 
to increase the vitality of the organization 
by getting as many new men of Eustis’ 
type in. it.as he can. The rumor that Sen- 
ator Gorman of Mavzyland is coming to 
New York to live is current, and Democrats 
of a prophetic turn think he, too, will be- 
come a Tammany man. 

Mr. Eustis will vote at the Tammany 
primaries on Dec. 28 in John Scannell’s dis- 
trict, the Twenty-fifth. He has lived in that 
district since coming to New York. If there 
is a fight with Hill he will lead the forces 
cpposed to him. - 

The visit of Mr. Eustis has set the gossips 
saying that he is likely to land something 
besides the chairmanship of the General 
committee. The position of Corporation 
Counsel is mentioned, but John Whalen,

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BULLETS FOR BOTH 


Policeman Coughlin Shot in a 
Battle with Thugs. 


THIEF IS ALSO WOUNDED.

Series of Fierce Struggles in 
West Eighteenth Place. 


WAR ON PITTSBURG GANG. 


Two men are lying at the point of death 
as tho result of a desperate fight which took 
place yesterday afternoon, with the police 
ranged on one side and members of the 
** Pittsburg ’’ gang on the other. Detective 
Willlam Coughlin, who stood to his duty 
bravely, is one of the victims. He is in the 


.County Hospital with a bullet an inch above 


his heart. The other wounded man is Frank 
Baziowski, alias Grainie, a notorious thief 
and highway robber. He is at the jail hos- 
pital, shriven by the church, and expecting 
to die. 

At 2:30 o’clock this morning both men were 
alive. 

Tac battle took place in the immediate 
vicinity of West Eighteenth place and West- 
ern avenue. Bazlowski shot down Police- 
man Coughlin while the latter Was trying 
to serve a warrant. Then in a second fight, 
less than five minutes later, between Police- 
man John Wayer, Bazlowski, and Frank 
Neiman, a pal of Bazlowski, the victim was 
Bazlowski. 


Sharp War Declared. 


The whole affair was one of the most 
fiercely fought contests in local police rec- 
ords and may be the beginning of the end 
of the so-called “ Pittsburg’’ gang. The 
commander of the Hinman Street Station 
has declared sharp war on the thugs who 
cluster about that banner, and his men will 
hereafter give no quarter. 

Policeman Coughlin’s life is almost de- 
spaired of. Having been shot down by the 
thug in the house at 1124 West Eighteenth 
Place, he was left alone for a few moments 
while the fight was pursued in the street. 
Then his friends picked him up tenderly 
and did what they could for him while 
awaiting the arrival of the ambulance. He 
was soon at the County Hospital. Heisa 
brother-in-law of Alderman Coughlin, who 
was one ‘of the first to arrive at the hos- 
pital to look after the wounded policeman. 


Alderman Talks of It. 


“ William Coughlin is my brother-in-law 
and not my brother, as has been supposed,”’ 
said Alderman Coughlin. ‘**‘ He married my 
youngest sister. Willand Policeman Wayer 
were sent to take these fellows, who were 
supposed to be holdup men. When admit- 
tance was refused at the house the police- 
men had to force an entrance. Will did not 
have a gun in his hand when he went in, 
and, being the first to enter, was immediate- 
ly shot by Bazlowskl. He continued the 
fight until he had received a second shot in 


was captired “by ‘Wayer,~ 

had to fight for his own life. 1 ‘aie this 
was one of the gamest fights I ever heard 
of. It is seldom a man can stand two gun- 
shot wounds as bad as these and keep on 
fighting.”’ 


Leading to the Fight. 

The police of the Hinman Street Station 
had been scouring the district for Bazlow- 
ski for thirty-six hours, but up tO a moment 
before the first shot of the battle was fired 
no trace of the man had been discovered. 
Bazlowski, who is known as a desperate 
character and an all-around crook, was 
wanted on a warrant sworn out by Frank 
Wiesnuski, one of the notorious “ Pitts- 
burg’ gang, of which Bazlowski was also 
a member, charging him with attempted 
murcer. 

The “ Pittsburg ’’ gang is one of the worst 
that infests the Southwest Side and is com- 
posed of thieves and thugs of various brands. 
Last October Wiesnuski and Bazlowski 
quarreled over the division of some booty 
and Bazlowski shot his one-time pal in the 
side. Baglowski, who earned the nickname 
of *“‘Grainie’’ from the fact that he was 
known among his companions as the clever- 
est grain-car thief in the city, held the other 
members of the gang in deadly fear because 
of his readiness to use his revolver on the 
slightest -pretext. 


Nursed by the Gang. 

Wiesnuski feared to report his injury to the 
police, and instead of receiving proper attcn- 
tion at a hospital consented to be nursed 
and cared for by the gang. As a result he 
never has fully recovered from the wound. 
Several times since then Wiesnuski has been 
made the target of Bazlowski’s pistol, and 
a‘week ago was fired at six times By his 
enemy. Fearing now for his life, Wiesnuski 
secretly informed the police, but it was not 
until Saturday that he could be prevailed on 
to take out a warrant for Bazlowski. Lieu- 
tenant Johnson finally, by dint of threats 
and pleadings, succeeded in having Wiesnus- 
ki swear out the necessary paper, and the 
hunt for the desperado began. 


Warrant Given to Wayer. 

Detective John Wayer, a brawny, fearless 
officer, was given the warrant to serve, be- 
cause he had arrested Bazlowski several 
times, once for murder. It was in 1883, 
when Bazlowski was less than 20 years of 
age, that-he killed an aged peddler on the 
Black Roads. Officer Wayer arrested the 
murderer, but for some reason no indict- 
ment was found against him. 

So on Saturday Wayer and his partner, 
Detective Coughlin, started out to find their 
man. After many hours of search, the of- 
ficers decided to visit the house of “ Joe”’ 
Pleava, who is known to have harbored 
members of the .“ Pittsburg” gang fre- 
quently from the police at 1124 West 
Kighteenth place. 


Revolvers Not Handy. 


It was shortly after 2:80 o'¢lock when the 
two officers knocked on the door of Pleava’s 
hdme. They did not seriously expect to 
find their man‘ there, and théir revolvers 
Were in their hip pockets an@ their overcoats 
buttoned up to their chins. 

“Come in,”’ came the response to thelr 


ock. 

Detective Coughlin opened the door, and, 
in the center of the room, saw four men play” 
ing cafds at a table, whilé a half-emptied 
beer can stood on a chair riear by. The four 
gnen looked up at the officers as they entered. 

“Hello, Frank, we are after you,” said 
Coughlin, as he, to his own surprise, recog- 
nized Bazlowski among the men at the table. 
Before either officer had an opportunity to 
undo his coat and to reach for his weapon 
Bazlowski jumped to his feet and, with an 
oath, drew his revolver. He took quick aim 


and fired at Coughlin, who stood nearest him. 


With a cry to his partner of “ Kill him,. 
John,” Coughlin reeled and fell against the 


wall, bleeding from a wound just over his 


heart. 

Before Bazlowski could raise his weapon 
tlre second time Wayer had his weapon ready 
‘for action. Policeman and despexado nent 


| 


were attempting to get in the first shot, when 
Coughlin suddenly straightened himself up 
and, with a lunge, threw himself on the form 
of Bazlowski and encircled his neck with his 
arms. 

Just as Coughlin’s arms were thrown over 
Bazlowski, Wayer fired. The alm was true, 
but Coughlin’s left arm was in the way and 
saved the desperado’s life. The bullet from 
Wayer’s weapon passed through Coughlin’s 
arm, glanced upwards, and struck Bazluw- 
ski in the left cheek. The force of the bullét 
knocked the criminal down, and across his 
unconscious form fell Officer Coughlin; him- 
self now unconscious from pain and loss of 
blood. Believing he had killed his man, 
Wayer turned his attention to his wounded 
partner. 


Alone with the Two Wounded Men. 


At the 10% shot the three men who had 
been playing cards with Bazlowski had run 
from the room, and Wayer now stood alone 
over the forms of the two apparently dead 
combatants. Calling some passing citizens 
to his aid, Wayer had his partner carried to 
a@ nearby saloon, where a physician quickly 
arrived, The wound on Bazlowski's cheek 
was ragged and bled profusely. 

Wayer believed the thug was either dead 
or dying, and was unwilling to leave him 
behind while he went outside to secure as- 
sistance for fear the bady would be spirited 
away by other memberr of the gang lurking 
near at hand. So the officer lifted the body 
in his arms and started for the street. As 
he struggled down the steps of the house 
John Neiman, better known to the police 
and his fellow-crooks as ‘*.Pittsburg,’’ and 
the leader of the gang, approached Wayer, 
revolver in hand, and demanded that the 
officer give him the body of his friend. 


Grazed by a Bullet. 


“Drop him, or I'll blow your head off,”’ 
and with that Neiman pushed his weapon in 
the officer’s face. Wayer dropped his burden 
and attempted to shove Neiman’s weapon to 
one side. Hardly had he lifted his hand than 
there came a report and a flash, and Wayer 
felt his face burned by powder. The bullet 
had barely scraped the side of his cheek. 
Then, before Neiman could fire again, Wayer 
had felled him with a blow of his fist. Reach- 
ing for his revolver, which he Kad just re- 
turned to his overcoat pocket, the officer 
made a movement toward Neiman, who was 
just rising from the ground. 

At this moment Bazlowski jumped to his 
feet and grappled with him. The two men 
struggled for a moment, and Wayer, taken 
totally by surprise, fell undermost. To this 
fact the policeman probably owes his life. 
As Bazlowski and Wayer struggled on the 
sidewalk, Neiman ran from one side to the 
other, endeavoring to get an opportunity to 
shoot the prostrate officer. Five times he 
fired, but each time the bullet went wide. 


Struggle for thé Weapon. 

Finding his weapon empty, Neiman shout- 
ed out: 

** Get his gun, ‘ Grainie,’ and I'll kill him,” 
and Bazlowski, who had held tight to the 
muzzle of Wayer’s revolver, preventing him 
from using it, attempted to force the hand 
that gripped the weapon to one side so Neli- 
man could secureit. Weyer realized that his 
only chance for life was the possession of his 
revolver, and now made a desperate strug- 
gle and succeeded in twisting his revolver 
hand free. He placed the weapon against 
Bazlowski’s stomach and ordered the man 
to realeage him. 

“Choke him,” shouted Neiman with an 
oath, and he fell to his Ronee. ane mpnchort 
for the peacen et . 

“e Wayer'fiped, atic. 
gutter with a cry of pain: 

Chase for Neiman Segitl” 

**He’s done mé, kill him, kill him, some- 
body, kill him!’’ shouted out the wounded 
man, cursing and writhing. The bullet from 
Wayer’s revolver had entered the man’s ab- 
domen, and in less than a minute he was un- 
conscious. In the meantime Wayer had 
jumped to his feet, and Nieman, after snap- 
ping his empty weapon in the officer's face, 
began to run west in Eighteenth place. 
Wayer fired two shots at the running man 
and was about to give chase when Detectives 
Dorman and Wallner, who had also been 
looking for Bazlowski, turned the corner and 
gave chase. 

Three shots were fired, but Nieman was not 
struck. He continued to run. The officers 
were gaining rapidly on him when he sud- 
denly ran into an alley and through a house 
a few blocks away. Just then he was capt- 
ured at the point of the revolver as he 
jumped through a window to the street. He 
was taken to the station, where he only ex- 
pressed regret that he had not succeeded in 
killing Wayer. 

Spectators in Fear. 

The sounds of the first shots out of 
doors had attracted several passers-by and 
half a hundred persons witnessed the bat- 
tle in the street. None dared to interfere, 
as several of the ‘“‘ Pittsburg ’’ gang were 
recognized in the crowd and gave low warn- 
ings to those in view who showed a dispo- 
sition to go to the struggling officer’s as- 
sistance. 

While the sounds of the fight echoed 
through the litte street Detective Cough- 
lin, convulsed with pain, lay on the floor 
of a saloon less than a hundged feet away 
from the spot where his brave partner was 
struggling for his life. vi 

‘“‘T can’t walk,’’ cried the wounded police- 
man. ‘Some one help me to the patrol- 
box, for they will murder John. For God's 
sake help me; here, someone take my keys; 
call the wagon or John will be killed while 
I am loafing here.”’ 


Coughlin Makes Appeal. 

But the dread of the vengeance that would 
surely follow such an act prevented those 
who stood around the injured policeman 
from taking the patrol-box keys from his 
hands. As the shooting ceased Coughlin 
asked: ‘“‘ Who was killed,’’ and when told 
that Bazlowski was shot and that Wayer 
was safe Coughlin half smiled. A few min- 
utes later Wayer himself entered the place 
and knelt by the side of his partner. 

Lieutenant Johnson and a wagonload of 
officers dashed up to the scene shortly after- 
watds and Bazlowski and Coughlin were 
-placed in the wagon. Coughlin was taken 
to the County Hospital, while the wounded 
prisonef was transferred to the hospital 
at the County Jail. 

John Neiman, who is booked at the Hin- 
man Street Station on the charge of as- 
sault with intent to kill, is a well-known 
and desperate crock, who comes from a 
family of criminals. His father, “ Jake” 
Neiman, is now “ doing time” for attempt- 
ed murder, while his mother is one of the 
most notorious shoplifters in the city. 


Hunt: for Other Members. 

Detective Wayer, after reloading his re- 
Volver and putting several pieces of court- 
plaster on his face to cover the cuts and 
bruises he had received in his terrible strug- 
gle, headed twenty officers in citizens’ 
clothes in the search for the other members 
of the “ Pittsburg ’’ gang. 


Sends tor a Priest. 


When Bazlowski was settled cn a cnt in 
the County Jail hospital he insisted that his 
last hour had come and pleaded that a pr-est 
be sent co him so that he might be granted 
absolution.

LOSS FOR ALL IS $53,000. 


Denis Swenie commanded 400 firemen, 
twenty-five engines, six hook and ladder 
trucks, and one water tower yesterday after- 
noon in a battle against a stubborn, dan- 
gerous down-town fire—and wen. The fight 
lasted two hours and more, was witnessed by 
thousands of people, and when the blaze was 
out the total loss was cast up at $53,000. It 
might easily have been millions. 

The fire started in the basement of E. H. 
Sargent & Co.'s drug house, 108 and 112 
Wabash avenue. Next door on the north 
stands the Tobey Furniture company’s big 
establishment, and just across the alley in 
the rear is the big establishment of Mont- 
gomery ‘Ward & Co. The fire, however, was 
confined, with all damage, to the building in 
which the Sargent drug house is located. 
The structureis the property of the Lehmann 


estate.

The fire was discovered at 12:30 p. m. “At 
that time P. J. Peterman, Edward Blanding, 
and Samuel Shaw, clerks of Sargent & Co., 
were alarmed by the fierce ringing of the tel- 
ephone in the rear of the store. As Peterman 
hurried to the telephone he whs startled by 


store from the back stairway leading ‘o the 
basement. The flames seemed to have ~olled 
from the boiler-roomi. 

Then the blaze momentarily disappeared, 
and Peterman, Blanding, and Shaw tried to 
make their way to the cellar. They were 
driven back by the fire and smoke. Peter- 
man made an effort to send an alarm over the 
store telephone, but, almost suffocated, he 
was forced to flee. The three clerks then 
seized armloads of prescription books as 
they ran into the street. 


Swenie Soon at Work. 

A citizen had given the alarm and the fire- 
men were soon at work. Speedily masses of 
dark brown smoke were rolling out at both 
ends of the basement and spreading through 
no the floors of the building.

Wabash avenue, under the elevated struct- 
ure, was by this time crowded with appara- 
tus, coils, and tangles of hose, and shouting 
firemen, While up above the elevated trains 
were flying by in a cloud of choking smoke. 

The apparatus was stretched all around 
the block in which the fire was located, and 
a reserve force was stationed fora time in 
State street. Swenie knew he was fighting 
against chemicals in a building so full of 
ee that his men could only dash into it 

or & moment, and he took every precau- 
tion. It was the grim side of the fireman’s 
work. A hundred men crouched on the side- 
walk in front of the building where the lines 
of hose were pouring their flood into the 
smoldering basement, while dense smoke 
rolled out about them and overthem. There

For two hours the Chief did not leave the 
sidewalk, under which the most dangerous 


.of the chemicals were stored. For a time 


it was even rumored that nitro-glycerine 
was among the explosives in the stone bins 
there, but this did not move the veteran. 
He stood among his pipemen, while they 
fought the flames back into the. building 
away from the explosives at the front and 
the two elevator shafts at the entrances to 
the upper floors. 

‘Men were sent down into the cellar, but 
the smoke soon drove them back, and they 
could see no fire. The dashing work of 
fighting back the flames was soon finished 
and then the big Siamese streams were 
turned on for the slower work of flooding 
the fire out. The Chief lit a cigar at 2:30 
o'clock, and his men knew that he we3 
confident again. In the meantime the men 
of.enmgine company No. 6 were standing up 
to their waists in the cold, dirty water in 
the basement, and staid there until there 
was no more sign of fire. 

At the rear of the building eighty men 
were fighting the fire, while two lines of hose 


were ready in the upper windows of Mont- 


gomery Ward's to be poured into th@build- 
ing should the. fire escape from the base- 
ment. Twice it started to/run up the ele- 
vator shafts, but the ready streams fought it 
back. Once at the front of the building it 


the doorway. At his call a score of men 
sprang for the blaze and it was beaten back 
again. There. were three explosions that 
shot out flames which colored the smoke, 
but no danfage was done. Several men re- 
ceived slight cuts from the glass which 
their comrades were knocking out above 
them, but they remained at their work. 


Uses Closing-In Tactics. 

Swenie fought the fire by surrounding it 
and closing in his forces. He made the main 
attack himself from in front. Sledge ham- 
mers were brought and the glass and iron 
gratings. on the sidewalk battered in. Men 
with pikepoles pushed. in the huge panes of 
glass and through these openings the smoke 
rushed out as the water poured it. He fought 
it first in the basetheht and then flooded the 
ground floor. 

It looked simple enough at §fst, and the 
police allowed the Sunday crowd to close 
around the men at work. But more and 
more engines and men came dashing up and 
the people were pushed back out of Wabash 
avenue entirely. .And then even a layman 
could see the grave danger Swenie was 
fighting to avoid. Insurance patrol men 
stood waiting with their tarpaulins in To- 
bey’s store and lines of hose were attached 
to standpipes on the adjoining build‘ngs 
with men on the roofs ready tor the word

and waited for an emergency. The inky wan’ 
ready for any danger that might arise, but 
the water-soaked figure of Swenie was the 
commanding one and made the presence of 
the others unnecessary. 

‘The spectators were on the lookout for 
features. They saw in the windowef Loeb’s 
shop a collection of statuettes. A marble 
Cupid bent over and tried to rescue a Psyche 


from the center of the drenched window for } 


two hours after the fire started. A crowd 
anxiously watched the figures from the 
Madison street station of the Union Loop. 
Lions and Venuses tumbled from : their 
pedestals, or were swept off into the smoke 
by the streams from the hose, but Cupid 
remained unmindful of the water and the 
falling plateglass. Finally a Siamese stream 
swept through the window, the crowd ut- 
tered a groan, and Cupid, Psyche, and the 
pedestal were swallowed up in smoke and 
fire, and disappeared through a gaping hole 
in the floor. 


Variety of Smells. 


The variety of smells which the fire caused 
would be impossible anywhere else out- 
side of a chemical laboratory. It started in 
with burning wood, then came burning tar, 
phosphorus, sulphuretted hydrogen, and 
combinations which are expressed only by 
chemical symbols. It was these, with the 
fdlense smoke, that attracted the crowd.’ 
Every time a fresh stream was thrown into 
the building the odor of a new chemical 
combination smote on the nestrils. When 
the smells ceased the crowd withdrew. 

The basement of the big building of the 
Tobey company- was crowded with Christ- 
mas goods packed for shipment and with 
etock, when a Niagara of water poured 
into the cellar. —Twenty men at once forced 
the water from one catchbasin to the other 
to save thousands of dollars’ worth of fine 
silk and hair furniture, and the damage 
done to the stock in this building was slight. 

Several theories as to the cause of the fire 
were advanced. Some believe it originated 
in the boiler-room, although at noon, when 
the engineer left there, the steam had been 
shut off and the fires banked. Workmen 
have just finished repairing the building 
and some believe that the flames were 
caused by an electric wire not properly 
insulated, while others say the oily rags of 
painters might have started the fire by 
s€pontaneous combustion. 


Fatal Fire Nine Years Ago. ' 
The building within which the fire was 
held is six stories in height. It is of brick 
and iron, and has a frontage of 75 feet on 
Wabash avenue, and extends 160 feet to Gar- 
land place. Nine years ago the btilding 
which then stood on the site, and was oc- 
cupied by the wall paper establishment of 
J. J. McGrath, was destroyeg by fire, and 
Michael Burns of chemical engine No. 9 lost 
his life. Burns and tww other firemen were 
overcome on the third floor. Burns’ com- 
panions reached a window on Wabash ave- 
nue and were dragged from the flames which 
enveloped them by firemen, who clung toa. 
ladder. Burns was for a moment seen, but 
sank back to his death. 
Save Lives in a Fire. 
Policemen Grace and Sullivan of the Max- 
well Street Station, during a fire in F. Frie- 
berg’s grocery, 589 South Halsted street, 
early this morning, forced their way through 
the smoke to the flat on the second floorand 
rescued Frieberg and his wife and several 
children from suffocation. The loss by the 
blaze was $100.

Now he has 

followed it up with 

a similar book. ““‘The 

Tormentor”’ (Scrib- 

ner) is the disagree- 

able story of the 

Benjamin Swift. misdeeds of an un- 

pleasant man named Jacob Bristol. Having 

been made the guardian of Mrs. Badcock’s 

two grandchildren, Jessie and Paul, he se- 

duces the former and lends the money of the 

latter on insufficient security. All the time 

he is playing fast and loose with another 

young woman. Miss Pilkins slowly:poisons 

her niece, Maude, with strychnine. Mr. 

Bristol looks on and studies the workings of 

the human heart. Mr. Bristol likes to find 

out the secrets of the people in his little 

village, and then tyrannize over them. 

Finally, while driying in his sleigh across 

@ pond, the thin ice breaks and he goes to 

the bottom, remarking “ death is so em- 
phatic.”’ 

The language employed in this book is no 
less startling than are the performances of 
the hero. He had “ the ravin of youth till 
he made thought trample on feeling.’” He 
was of the opinion that “‘ man stands like a 
point of exclamation in the universe.”” He 
“used to sit patiently picking the oakum of 
thought,’* and he had “‘ a wonderful subma- 
rine element in him.”” When Bristol’s love 
for Jessie begins to wane the author re- 
marks: “ How could she love him? He 
had pillaged the secret places of her soul. 
How could she hate him? The first time she 
saw him she was wonder-wounded. She had 
been sitting too long at the feet of his phan- 
tasy, and she was trying hard to clamber 
back up to some beckoning spirits and 
heights. How, in spite of much apedom, 
they do lift their heads!’’ 

One grows weary after a few. pages of 
strained sentences like these. 
-o- 

It does not take long for the reader of 
Lord Ernest Hamilton’s novel, “‘ The Out- 
law of the Marches ’’ (Dodd-Mead), to learn 
that he is making the acquaintance of a 
choice collection of cattle thieves. They 
dwell in Liddesdale in scuthwestern Scot- 
land, and their chief delight on a darksome 
night is to slip across the border into Cum- 
berland and collect live stock. The thieves 
to whom the reader is introduced are di- 
vided into two classes. The good thieves, 
who are generally Elliots, simply take cat- 
tle; the bad thieves, who are usually Arm- 


strongs, often take the lives of the owners 


as well. 

The hero of this stirring romance, the 
events in which took place in the year 1587, 
when property rights were not thought as 
much of as at present, is Gavin Elliot, a 
young man of great size, but not of nimble 
wit. Being invited to take part in a mid- 
night trip across the border to restock the 
empty pastures of the community, he goes 
along with great pleasure. He loses the 
old horse he took with him, but makes prize 
of a much better one. He also makes the 
acquaintance of Joan Hetherton, a tiny maid 
with lint-white locks. They meet under 
depressing circumstances. While Tim Arm- 
strong, the bad man of the book, is murder- 
ing one of Joan’s friends and while Joan her- 
self is trying to escape from the scene of the 
slaughter disguised in a pair of pantaloons 
which are too large for her, Gavin is of 
service to her, and she is grateful. 

By virtue of the attraction which little 
womer. exercise on big men Gavin stole 
back“across the border to get sight of Joan. 
But his cousin Agnes, a very respectable 


' young woman, was deeply in love with 


Gavin and he did not know it. So, too, was 
Trimmie, the black-eyed, red-lipped sister 
of the Armstrong brothers. Being a stupid 
young man Gavin was not aware of it, 
though Triznmie as good as told himso. He 
was in love with one of the daughters of 
Heth and could not realize the devotion of 
a braw, soncie Scotch lass. 

So he went over into Cumberland and fell 
into the hands of the Philistines. They tied 
him up over night, intending to hang him 
up the next day. Joan cut his bonds. In- 
cidentally, she kissed him; told him she 
loved him. And so they plenned that he 
should come at a later day, carry her off to 
Tijddesdale, and wed her. Thegday is sct 
when Trimmie notifies him that that even- 


ing her folks are going to make a call on 


his folks and wipe them out. She makes 
love to Gavin most disgracefully. He is as 
cold as an iceberg, and she makes unpleasant 
remarks about a “ milk-faced cuttie” in 
England and flounces off. 

The Armstrongs call with fire and sword 
for visiting cards. Gavin is wounded and 
takes refuge in Lord Bothwell’s castle. He 
sends a friend to get Joan. The friend 
blabs to Trimmie. The Armstrongs inter- 
cept Joan and lock her up in their strong- 
hold: They all fall in love with her—Sim, 
Chiro, John, Lanire, etc. Never did a young 
Woman have so much attention. Agnes, 
though much in love with Gavin, plans the 
rescue of his sweetheart. She is released 
by Gavin in a wildly exciting way. Unhap- 
pily, thanks to Trimmie’s malignity, she is 
recaptured and Gavin is sad. Lu€kily, in 
the spring Lord Angus and Buccleugh come 
with many men to clean out the Armstrongs 
and the other moss troopers. In the course 
of events Gavin recovers Joan and has a 
gay and gorgeous encounter with Tim Arm- 
strong, chopping off his left arm, thus caus- 
ing him great humiliation. Then Gavin and 
Joan are wedded. Trimmie has made amends 
for her misdeeds by saving Gavin's life on 
Tarras Moss, at the cost of herown. Among 
her latest words to him were, “ prie my moo,” 
which, in English, is ‘‘ kiss my mouth.” 

This would be a more readable book if 
there were not so much Scotch in it. It is 
true, there is a glossary attheend. Butitis 
hideous to have to stop in the middle 
of a love-making scere, or a joyous fight, 
and look in the glossary to get at the mean- 
ing of some grim, ungainly word of yore 
that stands in the middle of a sentence, and 
forbids progress. Nevertheless, it is a good 
book, with many violent deaths, hairbreadth 
escapes, and wild wooings. Probably the 
descriptions of the manners and customs of 
the period are accurate. They are unpleas- 
ant enough to be so. Gavin is a lummox, 
but he is a hard hitter of the John Ridd 
school, and his sweetheart Joan is an ad- 
mirable young woman, whose acquaintance 
is really worth making.

Oysters a la Poulette. 
Oysters 4 la poulette are excellent served 
as a luncheon dish or for an evening repast, 
accompanied with dainty ham or chicken 
sandwiches and celery salad. Cook the oys- 
ters after the following direction: Get two 


Strain them through a colander, putting the 
liquor into a saucepan over a slow fire. 
While the liquor is heating melt two heaping 
tablespoonfuls of butter in another savce- 
pan over the fire, and stir into the melted 
butter two heaping tablespoonfuls of flour. 
Skim the oyster liquor till it is perfectly 
clear, and when it begins to boil pour it into 
the saucepan with the butter and flour, stir- 
ring it constantly to prevent lumping. Sea- 
son with pepper and salt, a dash of powdered 
mace, and a piece of a garlic clove as big as 
a birdshot. Next put in the oysters and let 
them boil till their edges curl, then add three 
level tablespoonfuls of chopped mushrooms, 
one level tablespoonful of finely-chopped 
parsley. Let all boil one minute longer and 
then squeeze in the juice of a large lemon
